authority flFir more questionablc. That this was the case must 
Le familiar to all who have been aocustomed to make uae of the 
Qradua in their aystem of inatmction; and it must alao be 
generally known that in numeroua inatancea the nse of the 
work haa been discontinued iu achoola, its defeota not being 
balancpd by i*s advantages 

a % 
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Ifc seemed, boweyer^ to tbe present editor, tliat althongli th^ 
oxigiiud oonstractioii of tbe work was iaaltj, its plan was not 
rodically bad, and tb&t tbe book migbt be so altered as to be 
made generallj usefiil in scbools^ and even wortbj of occasional 
consoltation hj more advanced scbolais. 

Tbe Gradus bad in its later editions been in some respecta 
ImproYed ; bnt aknost all tbe improyements seem to baye been 
attempted witb reference to tbe correctness of tbe quantities 
of sjUables, wbicb^ tbougb certainly an impoi-tant object in a 
work of tbis nature, is bj no means tbe onlj oue ivqulring 
oonsideratlon ; tbe cboice of words and ezpressions being far 
more essential to tbe puritj of poetical composition tban tbe 
mere quantities of yowels, a kiiowledge of wbicb is to be 
aoquiied from most grammars and dictionaries. 

It is neoessary , theref ore, to state biiefly wbat the alterations 
are wbich have been made with a view of impn)ving the present 
edition. First, an English translation has been afiSxed to each 
word ; and altbougb tbe original intention of the editor was to 
giye to eacb only its most simple and literal meaning, yet, on 
more mature consideration^ it seemed to him, tbat great addi> 
tionai vaiae migbt be giyen to tbe book, and tbat tbe attention 
of tbe student might be more frequently and beneficially 
drawn to it, by making tbese translations as complete and as 
poetical in tbeir nature as the compass of tbe work would 
allow. 

Seoondly, tbe yerses quoted in ezemplification of each word, 
and whicb in former editions were taken indiscriminately from 
writers of every description^ bave in tbe present been selected 
entirely from poets of the bigbest order ; uniting, by so doin^ 
tbe advantage of showing the quantities of doubtful syllables 
witb tbe still more important consideration of giving good 
anthority for the use of eveiy word. 

To tbis point also tends tbe tbird great alteration, which 
consists in baving ezpunged finom the pages of the Qradua 
wbethcr as prindpal worda, or as synonyms and epitbets, a 
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liumber of words which are not to be fooiid in the prodaetiona 
of anj Roman writer whoae works are now held hy the BchoLir 
as claaaical authority, and which words indeed neyer came into 
wse till the decline of the langaage^ and consequently ought

made will be deemed wortby of tbe name of improyements, and 
tbat tbe Grados ad Pamaasmn will occnpjr a ratber bigber 
Btation as a work of utilitj^ if not of el^gance, tban it haa 
bithorto done.
